Police come clean in 
claims of ‘corruption’

THE public has made corruption 
allegations against more than 60 police 
officers in the county. 

A report produced by the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
showed during the last three years that 
65 cops in Northamptonshire came 
under scrutiny. 

But in a big boost the IPCC report 
acknowledges that “corruption is not 
widespread” across the country. 

All 65 cases raised were compiled by 
the Force which then handed them over 
to the IPCC with only seven of them 
deemed serious. 

Four were directly dealt with by the 
IPCC and three were handed back to the 
police who carried out an internal inves¬ 
tigation. 

Detective Superintendent Pete 
Windridge, from the Northamptonshire 
Police’s Professional Standards 
Department, said: “Northamptonshire 
Police takes perceived corruption very 
seriously 

“The trust and confidence of our 
communities is paramount and this is a 
key factor in that objective. 

“The vast majority of officers and staff 
display the highest standards of behav¬ 
iour and integrity and this is represented 
by the fact the force had cause to refer 
only seven matters in three years to the 
IPCC. 

“Of the seven that were referred, the 
IPCC chose to investigate only four, 


allowing the force to investigate the 
other three. Any allegations of corrup¬ 
tion are thoroughly assessed, subjection 
of investigation and referred to the IPCC 
where necessary. Of the allegations 
made to the force very few are proven to 
be true. 

“As a force we have a number of poli¬ 
cies in place that seek to inform and reit¬ 
erate the expectations on all officers and 
staff in respect of corruption and there¬ 
fore ensure where possible the highest 
standards of behaviour are upheld. 

“This report, whilst acknowledging 
corruption is not widespread, is a useful 
reminder to officers and staff of the high 
expectations the public has of the police 
service.” 

The IPCC Statutory Guidance defines 
the types of ‘serious corruption’ that 
require referral, including: 

■ any attempt to pervert the course of 
justice or other conduct likely to seri¬ 
ously harm the administration of 
justice, in particular the criminal justice 
system 

■ payments or other benefits or 
favours received in connection with the 
performance of duties amounting to an 
offence in relation to which a magis¬ 
trates’ court would be likely to decline 
jurisdiction 

■ corrupt controller, handler or 
informer relationships 

■ provision of confidential informa¬ 
tion in return for payment or other ben¬ 
efits or favours where the conduct goes 
beyond possible prosecution for an 
offence.

Council blasted after meeting 
on its future lasts five minutes 


A POLITICAL war of words has 
broken out at County Hall - the 
home of Northants County 
Council. 

The deputy leader of the Liberal 
Democrat group, Councillor Chris 
Stanbra, has hit out at the 
Conservative administration after 
a meeting lasted just five minutes. 

He has blasted it as ‘no way to 
run a council’. 

The storm erupted following a 
cabinet member decision on May 
17 which was chaired by deputy 
leader of the authority, Cllr Joan 
Kirkbride. 

The Libs Dems were upset the 
directorate plans, which set out an 
overview of what the council aims 
to achieve over the next year, were 
passed so quickly and without any 


discussion. Cllr Stanbra said: “These 
plans are far too important to be 
pushed through by a single 
cabinet member in a five minute 
meeting. 

“To make matters worse there 
had been no direct consultation 
and no opportunity for councillors 
to scrutinise the plans.” 

Cllr Kirkbride said the meeting 
was open for anyone to attend. 

She said: “Let us get the facts 
straight. 

“As no one came along the 
meeting only lasted five minutes 
as there was only myself and the 
officers. 

“These were not new decisions 
as they had been discussed at the 
budget and there was nothing 
going on behind closed doors.”

‘Suffering’ villagers 
rap concrete plant

CAMPAIGNERS against a 
‘hazardous’ concrete plant say 
the proposal will bring 
villagers ‘years of misery’. 

And after the scheme at 
Boughton was approved by 
planning officials last week, 
the protesters now say they will 
find evidence of the material’s 
harmful effects. 

Councillor Judy Shepherd, 
of Northamptonshire County 
Council, who lives in Boughton 
and represented 

residents’ concerns at the 
development control meeting, 
said the decision was “very 
disappointing”. 

She said: “We always thought 
there would be an end date 
and now there’s going to be a 
hole in the ground there for 
perpetuity. 

“It’s been a continuous 
harassment over the years, 
with the noise, the dust and the 
lorry movements." 

Temporary permission had 
been granted for recycling at 


the former quarry site and in 
February last year it was agreed 
that the recycling of cement 
production waste, known as 
‘K-Lime’, would end in 2013 
after Boughton Parish Council 
expressed concerns about the 
impact on health. 

But now Peter Bennie Ltd, 
which runs the site, has been 
allowed to make it a perma¬ 
nent facility for ‘waste man¬ 
agement’ and will build a new 
cement bagging plant, includ¬ 
ing a silo five metres high and 
storage bins four and a half 
metres high. 

In October 2011, approval 
was secured for 376 homes to 
the south of the site and a 
further 1,050 properties are 
planned to the south-west at 
the Buckton Fields develop¬ 
ment. 

Cllr Shephard said: “There are 
also plans for a primary school 
and a care home. It would con¬ 
cern anyone - not just parents 
- and it will affect anybody 
who wants to buy there.” 

K-Lime has been classified 
by the Environment Agency as 


‘hazardous’, and although it 
did not object to the proposal, 
it said that steps should be 
taken to prevent the dust trav¬ 
elling in a southerly direction. 

Peter Moor, of the council’s 
development control commit¬ 
tee, said in a report: “The 
applicant is proposing to 
plant an area of woodland 
with shrubs to the edge 
around the top of the bank 
and a privet hedge on the 
inside of the new proposed 
wooded area which it is envis¬ 
aged will assist with the con¬ 
trol of dust.” 

He added: “The continued 
waste management and other 
proposed industrial uses will 
benefit the local economy” 

But speaking to the Herald & 
Post, Cllr Shephard added: 
“We’re going to be the ones 
that suffer. 

“This dust is going to be 
blown in our direction 
because we are in line with the 
prevailing wind. 

“We will be doing more 
research. We’re looking to get 
more evidence.” 


Terry’s 'burden’ warning 
fears for parish status bids 


Residents speak 
out on plans to 
relocate library 

A PUBLIC meeting was held to 
discuss the future of Wootton 
Library. 

Northamptonshire County Council 
has been consulting on plans to 
relocate the facility, which is 
currently in Caroline Chisholm 
School, and to also review its 
opening hours. 

Campaigners are worried that 
there would be a negative impact 
in moving the library and if it were 
to become a mobile library. 

The council has said that keeping 
the facility at the school is no 
longer ‘affordable’ and moving it 
would allow for a Sunday service - 
currently not available due to the 
school being closed. Consultation 
on the plans closed last Thursday. 


A COUNCILLOR has warned 
that residents may have to 
foot a big bill if they opt for 
their area to become a parish 
council. 

Northampton Borough 
Councillor Terry Wire, the 
leader of the Labour group, 
has claimed that the 
Conservative party are not 
telling constituents the 
‘disadvantages’ of setting up 
the councils. 

Areas including Parklands, 
Rectory Farm, Sunnyside 
and Obelisk, West Hunsbury, 
Westone, St James and 
Hunsbury Meadow have 
successfully petitioned for a 
council to represent their 
community. 

Residents will vote on the 
issue in November. But Cllr 


Wire said the Labour group 
believe the additional 
authorities would place ‘an 
unnecessary financial 
burden’ on homes. 

He said: “Parish Councils 
might work fine in rural 
South Northamptonshire 
but in Northampton I think 
they are just another layer of 
bureaucracy. 

“The biggest problem 
though is that they will place 
an additional financial 
burden on working people.” 

Leader of the council, Cllr 
David Mackintosh, said: “We 
believe that parish councils 
can bring huge benefits to 
local communities and put 
more power in the hands of 
local people. It will be resi¬ 
dents who decide.”

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£10m Hindu temple is 
given the green light

A MULTI-MILLION pound ‘landmark’ 
temple could be built in two years’ 
time after it was given unanimous 
approval by councillors. 

The Indian Hindu Welfare 
Organisation (IHWO) has welcomed the 
final stage of planning which means it 
will soon be able to start fundraising for 
at least £10 million needed for the 
development. 

Nikul Odedra said, although permis¬ 
sion was granted in 2010 by the West 
Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation, on Tuesday night 
Northampton Borough Councillors 
gave it the final go-ahead. 

He said at the moment the aim was for 
the massive development, to be built on 
Lings Way, Northampton, to be com¬ 
pleted by 2014 if the funds can be raised 
by next year. 

The temple will take up about a quar¬ 
ter of the site, which is based in a local 
wildlife area, but with the rest of the 
space created for sporting facilities, a 
cinema, education centre and sheltered 
housing, among other things. 


Mr Odedra said: “The key thing is that 
this will be for everybody, from all back¬ 
grounds, in Northampton and the 
surrounding areas. 

“There will be lots of facilities for busi¬ 
nesses, a creche for children, a day cen¬ 
tre for the elderly. 

“It will also be very, very eco-friendly 
with solar panels, geo-thermal technol¬ 


ogy and water reservoirs to get water. 
We have a very comprehensive plan and 
it is great to have been given the final 
nod.” 

Councillor Penny Flavell, chairwoman 
of the planning committee, said: “We 
think this is an excellent project and 
will provide much needed facilities for 
the community in this area.” 


Brother forgives accident driver 


Festival runs out of beer 


THE brother of a man who died 
as a result of a traffic accident has 
told the driver not to feel guilty. 

This touching moment emerged 
yesterday during the inquest of 
David Burgess, 48, from Forest 
Road, Far Cotton, Northampton, 
who died on October 25 last year. 

The inquest was told the colli¬ 
sion happened in Towcester Road 
at about 8.30pm on September 
15, 2011. 

Due to his injuries Mr Burgess 
was transferred from 
Northampton General Hospital to 
the lohn Radcliffe Hospital in 
Oxford where he had brain 
surgery. Six weeks after the acci¬ 


dent, with no improvement in his 
condition, his older brother 
Stephen Burgess gave his 
consent to turn off the life 
support machine. 

Giving his evidence, the driver 
of the van, David Morris, said: “He 
was wearing dark clothing and I 
only saw him for a split second. 
There was nowhere for me to go.” 

Stephen Burgess then said: “It 
was an accident, do not feel guilty 
about it.” 

Mr Morris, clearly moved by his 
words, replied: “That means a lot. 
I am so sorry about it.” 

Coroner Anne Pember recorded 
it as an accidental death. 


PUNTERS were turned 
away from a beer festival 
after it ran dry.

down to the Abbey on the 
off chance that people 
leaving will allow more 
entries, as we will 
probably have run out of 
beer by that point.” 

Camra’s organiser, Phil 
Greenway, said: “We had 
to make the difficult 
decision to close the 
gates on Saturday at 
around 3pm as we had a 
much higher attendance 
than expected due to the 
weather. We recorded 
over 5,000.”

“I wanted to do something 
for everyone, not just a tea 
party for elderly residents.” 

Cops pledge to 
tackle nuisance 

POLICE have warned Jubilee 
revellers not to spoil the fun 
for everyone else. 

Officers will be attending 
street parties and community 
events as people gather to help 
mark the Queen’s 60 year reign 
on the throne. 

They have pledged to stay in 
the background but have 
promised anyone stepping out 
of line will be firmly dealt with. 

Police will be monitoring the 
official - and anticipated 
unofficial - street parties. The 
mobile police station will be in 
Northampton town centre. 


The councillor planned to 
fund the party with £3,000 of 
his own money, and asked St 
David’s Church if they would 
allow the use of some electrici¬ 
ty points and toilets. But he 
said he had not had a response 
after the initial meeting. 

“They haven’t refused, but 
they haven’t returned my calls. 
If I can’t do it outside the 
church, which is the heart of 
the community, where am I going 
to do it? I had everything ready - 
we were just waiting on them.” 

Northampton Borough 
Council had approved Cllr 
Choudary’s application and he 
had secured a road closure. 

He also approached two 
schools in the area in a bid 
to get them involved. Julie Hill, 


headteacher at Green Oaks 
Primary School, said the coun¬ 
cillor visited on a day she was 
away and left his card. 

She said: “If I’m honest I 
haven’t had any chance to get 
back to him and he hasn’t 
called us again. It’s not a delib¬ 
erate move not to contact him. 

“He obviously didn’t make it 
clear to my receptionist what 
he wanted.” She added that the 
school was ‘always keen’ to 
engage with community events. 

A spokeswoman for the Good 
Shepherd Catholic Primary 
School said staff had explained 
to Cllr Choudary that the 
school would be holding its 
own Jubilee celebrations. 

Wardens at St David’s Church 
were unavailable for comment.

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Trust sorry for 
birth blunders

A HOSPITAL trust has 
apologised to the family 
of a seven-year-old boy 
left with a permanent 
disability due to serious 
blunders made at his 
birth. 

Callum Sharp from 
Northampton suffered 
significant damage to his 
shoulder when he became 
stuck during delivery and 
staff at Kettering General 
Hospital performed incor¬ 
rect manoeuvres to free 
him. 

The youngster was diag¬ 
nosed with Erb’s Palsy, 
meaning he has limited 
use of his left arm and will 
require a range of special¬ 
ist equipment to help him 
and his family cope. 

Kettering General Hosp¬ 
ital NHS Trust admitted it 
breached its duty of care 
to Callum after his mother 
and father, Rebecca and 
Jamie Sharp, took legal 
action with the help of law 
firm JMW Solicitors. 

The trust, which is 
responsible for the hospi¬ 
tal, said that if staff had 
used the correct proce-

dure to free Callum’s 
shoulder it would not 
have been damaged and 
he would not have 
suffered the debilitating 
disability. 

Callum’s mother, care 
worker Mrs Sharp, 26, of 
Morgan Close, said that 
while the family was 
grateful for the apology 
from the trust, it did not 
change what happened. 

She said: “Callum will 
have to live with the 
impact of the hospital’s 
negligence for the rest of 
his life and will need 
much support and special 
care to ensure he can have 
the quality of life he 


deserves and that others 
take for granted. Callum is 
a happy child and while I 
have no doubt there is 
every chance he will over¬ 
come his disability and 
reach his potential, we do 
worry about his future.” 

Callum struggles with 
many everyday tasks, such 
as dressing himself, as 
well as many other activi¬ 
ties such as swimming 
and riding a bike. 

Following the admission 
of negligence from the 
hospital, Callum will even¬ 
tually receive compensa¬ 
tion to enable his family to 
provide the equipment 
and care he requires. 

Olivia Scates, a partner 
in the medical negligence 
team at JMW, said: 
“Callum’s family has been 
through the incredibly 
distressing experience of 
having a child who was 
injured by completely 
unacceptable errors. 

“It’s crucial that the hos¬ 
pital ensures all staff 
adhere to the guidelines 
for delivering a baby who 
is stuck in this way, and 
understand the devastat¬ 
ing consequences if they 
do not.”

Remember to care for 
your animals in the heat 

WITH the recent arrival of hot weath¬ 
er, we should be reminded that 
animals suffer and die when tempera¬ 
tures rise. 

Dogs die very quickly in hot cars and 
they should not be left inside them 
even for short periods. Opening a 
window an inch is not sufficient. 

Other animals suffer, too. Rabbits 
must not be left in a hutch in the 
glaring sun or inside a sweltering 
garage or shed. 

They need a cool, shady place 
where the air circulates and where 
they are able to move freely. 

A hot rabbit can be kept cool by 
applying cold water gently to his ears. 
Should your rabbit become listless, or 
start breathing hard through an open 
mouth or go limp, get him to a vet 
immediately. Rabbits must also be 
checked daily throughout summer 
months for signs of flystrike. 

Smaller animals, like hamsters, rats 
and gerbils, can be kept cool by open¬ 
ing windows and closing curtains, 
using a fan (but not pointing it direct¬ 
ly at them), refreshing water and pro¬ 
viding a frozen water bottle, wrapped 
in a towel so that it cannot be chewed.

Have your say on lap dancing club 


IN May 2010 Northampton 
Borough Council decided to 
adopt the new law relating to lap 
dancing clubs. 

This means that these clubs are 
now recognised as 'Sex 
Entertainment Venues' under the 
Policing and Crime Act 2009 
which means that local people 
and local communities can have 
much more say on the opening of 
such clubs. 

The Urban Tiger lap dancing 
club in Wellingborough Road, 
Northampton, has now submitted 
its application to renew its 
Sexual Entertainment Licence 
under the new legislation. 

Many people feel that the Urban 
Tiger is in an inappropriate 
location and this is one of the 
main grounds allowed for 
objection under the new law. 

Urban Tiger is situated in a 
central area of town which is 
completely inappropriate for a 
sexual entertainment 
establishment. It is surrounded 
by places frequented by children 
such as the school uniform shop 
and the Games Workshop, and is 



close to bus stops where women 
often have to wait alone late at 
night for transport home. 

Lap dancing clubs fuel a sexist 
culture in which it is increasingly 
acceptable to treat women as 
sex objects, not people. This has 
been recognised by the UN 
Convention on Eliminating All 
Forms of Discrimination Against 
Women as having clear links to 
discrimination and violence 
against women. 

Areas surrounding lap dancing 
clubs can become ‘no-go' areas 
for women, with many reporting 
that they feel unsafe in the 
vicinity of such venues, and 


research reveals that individuals 
performing in the clubs face 
exploitative working conditions. 

Research shows that the 
presence of lap dancing clubs 
increases the demand for 
prostitution services nearby. 

Regulating the operation of lap 
dancing clubs is an issue of 
equality not morality. 

The existence of sexual 
entertainment venues on our 
high street has a huge negative 
impact on women’s equality and 
safety and this is why we are 
calling for this licence to be 
rejected. If you feel that 
Northampton would be a better 
town without sexual 
entertainment on our high street 
then you have until June 7 to get 
your objections in.

I LIKE Jack Rickard’s (H&P 
Letters May 24) enthusiasm 
for opening up more railway 
lines. 

It is probably unintention¬ 
al but it reads as though 
lines should be here, there 
and everywhere. 

It was the unsatisfactory 
state of having lines every¬ 
where that Dr Beeching was 
to sort. Whilst the job need¬ 
ed doing, the vicious atti¬ 
tude was far from helpful: it 
was seen to be politically 
expedient at the time. 

What we have now is very 
much a case of the sins the 
fathers being brought upon 
the children. 

In some cases, rail has 
come back with a 
vengeance. In others, politi¬ 
cal interference has seen 
former lines converted into 
busways. Whilst buses and 
busways are valuable for 


integrated transport, using 
lines that could be plugged 
back into the network is 
stupidity. 

There has also been pres¬ 
sure recently from camp¬ 
aigners rubbishing HS2. 
Whilst HS2 is not as good as 
it might be, we are in desper¬ 
ate need of more capacity. 

Sadly, the Great Central 
was axed. HS2 is primarily 
about capacity, it making 
sense to build in high speed 
at the same time. 

I am not sure all Jack’s 
suggestions are appropriate, 
but locally we do need to 
look at options like a 
Northampton-Bedford- 
Luton Airport link and tram- 
trains along the Brampton 
Valley to Harborough.

ARMED police were 
called to a flat in 
Northampton after a man 
‘took his girlfriend 
hostage’, a court heard. 

During the ordeal on 
April 1 Keenan Berrill, 20, 
of Horsemarket, North¬ 
ampton, would not let the 
victim leave. 

Brandishing a knife, he 
told police he was going to 
‘end it’. Laura O’Malley, 
prosecuting at Northam¬ 
pton Crown Court, said: 
“At 2am, three police offi¬ 
cers went to check on the 
welfare of this defendant 
who had called the police. 

“Upon arrival, the defen¬ 
dant was on the stairs. He 
shouted ‘I’m going to 
jump out the window’.” 

Berrill then disappeared 
into his flat and told police 
over the telephone ‘I’ve 
got a hostage now’. He 
allowed his girlfriend to 
stand outside the flat but 
she was trying to get past 



him and he would not let 
her down the stairs. 

Shouting ‘I’m going to 
end this now’, he 
appeared at the window 
with a 14 cm knife. 

Miss O’Malley added: 
“He tapped the knife 
against the flat window in 
a threatening manner. 
When firearms officers 
arrived, he asked the 
police officer on the 
phone ‘have those lot got 
guns?’.” 

Police said Berrill’s girl¬ 
friend did not seem dis¬ 
tressed, but when officers 
tried to get the defendant 
to put the knife down, he 
refused and hung up. 
Minutes later he shouted 


to police to call him back 
and said ‘I’m going to 
come down now. I’m 
going to put the knife in 
the stairwell so you don’t 
have to tazer me’. 

Berrill was convicted at 
Northampton Magist¬ 
rates’ Court on April 10 of 
possession of a bladed 
article. 

fudge Richard Bray, 
sentencing Berrill, said: 
“This was a serious inci¬ 
dent involving your pos¬ 
session of a bladed article 
and the result of it all was 
that the police had to 
come and there was 
potential for really serious 
trouble. 

“There has to be a prison 
sentence - that will be one 
of 26 weeks. However, you 
have mental health prob¬ 
lems and you’re trying to 
deal with those, so I can 
suspend the sentence for 
12 months.” 

A supervision order and 
a curfew from 7pm to 7am 
for three months was 
imposed.

BUILDING work on a new 
university campus could 
start in three years time. 

It is expected that initial 
groundwork can get under 
way on the Avon Nunn 
Mills site in 2015 with a 
view to opening the 
Waterside Campus some¬ 
time between 2018-2020. 

The University of North¬ 
ampton’s Governing 
Council has approved the 
scheme to further explore 
developing the new site 
within the Northampton 
Waterside Enterprise 
Zone. 

Delia Heneghan, direc¬ 
tor of marketing, said: 
“This new Waterside 
Campus will place us in 
the heart of the communi¬ 
ty and will also enable us 
to deliver our mission of 
‘Raising the Bar’; regional¬ 
ly, nationally and interna¬ 
tionally through social 
enterprise. 

“It is a hugely exciting 
project and a massive 
undertaking. It is an 


investment of more than 
£300m and if it progresses 
as we hope we could be 
moving in to start ground 
work in 2015, with the 
campus opening some¬ 
time between 2018 and 
2020 .” 

The principle of a major 
mixed-use development 
at Avon Nunn Mills is 
enshrined in local plan¬ 
ning policy and is sup¬ 
ported by the local 
authorities. 

West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 


has commenced a 
Compulsory Purchase 
Order to address frag¬ 
mented land ownership 
and support the delivery 
of a major mixed-use 
scheme at the site. 

This process is expected 
to conclude by the end 
this year. 

The corporation has also 
started the procurement 
of a developer partner for 
the site and is currently 
seeking expressions of 
interest from prospective 
partners.

THE most famous dressing gown 
in the world is back! 

Simon Jones is putting on his 
check pattern bathrobe complete 
with chord tie as he reprises the 
role of Arthur Dent in The 
Hitchhiker’s Guide to the Galaxy. 

THGTTG, as it is known among 
fans, was written by Douglas 
Adams and started life on radio in 
1978 before it was turned into a TV 
series in 1981 by the BBC. 

Simon did not so much land the 
role of Arthur - rather it was writ¬ 
ten especially with him in mind. 

He said: “Douglas had always 
wanted to start a sitcom with the 
earth exploding. 

“He told me in 1977 he had 
decided I should do it as no one 
else could play Arthur. 

“I realised he was flattering me 
but I cleared my empty diary and 
agreed to do it. 

“I don’t know if Arthur Dent was 
supposed to be a reflection of me 
or Douglas. 

“I have been through phases 
where I just didn’t think Arthur 


was me but rather Arthur was 
Douglas. 

“But the older I get, the more 
irritable I get when things are not 
going well or the universe is not 
with me and I think maybe he was 
right and he understood me better 
than I thought.” 

Among comedy/sci-fi fans 
Arthur has become a legend and 
when they go and watch the shows 
thousands turn up in their dress¬ 
ing gowns carrying towels. 

Arthur’s dressing gown is perhaps 
the most famous in the world. 

Simon explained the original 
dressing gown is not hanging on 
the bathroom door, rather it is 
preserved in a mummified state. 

The stage show sees the radio 
and TV cast re-united through 
highlights of the Hitchhiker’s saga. 

Simon does enjoy the production 
as it gives him and all the other 
actors that interaction they missed 
when doing THGTTG on the radio 
and telly. 

He said: “The one thing we didn’t 
do when the radio series was 
recorded or the television series 
broadcast was to perform it before 
a live audience. 

“It was not until 2009 when we 
did it before an audience that we 
realised what we had been

* What’s It all About? 


There’s no gentle way of putting this. Yamaha’s FZ8 is an out 
and out hooligan’s bike but is no less loveable for it.

QUESTION: Who was the only 
Northampton Saints player to play in 
every game of the 2011/12 season? The 
answer, perhaps surprisingly, is none 
other than up-and-coming prop 
forward Alex Waller. 

Admittedly most of those 35 
appearances were as a replacement, 
but that does not tell the full story of 
the impact Waller - who recently 
walked away with the club’s Young 
Player of the Year Award - has had or 
the progress he has made. 

At the age of 22, where most would 
consider a front rower to only be just 
breaking into the senior team, the 
Kettering-born loose head has already 
racked up 56 appearances in a Saints 
shirt and couldn’t feel better with how, 
on a personal level, the season went.

ROB Hunter recently admitted 
that, had he not been injured, 
promising Northampton Saints 
winger Jamie Elliott would have 
been a shoe-in for the England 
Under-20 side during the 2011 
Junior World Championship. 

Elliott laughs when told of this. 
“That’s always nice to hear the 
coaches saying that, but I’ve got to 
take it on myself and try to do that 
on my own,” he said, and next week 
he will have the chance to justify 
head coach Hunter’s confidence. 

After taking time out last Friday to 
coach the Bedford School rugby 
team, who the 19-year-old played 
for during his time there, he headed 
out to South Africa ahead of this

That begins on Monday when 
England open their tournament 
against Italy in Cape Town, with 
Elliott and Northampton team¬ 
mate Ben Nutley amongst the 28- 
man squad selected by former 
Saints Academy boss Hunter. 


They have finished runners-up to 
New Zealand in three of the last four 
events, and with this being Elliott’s 
last chance to play in the Under-20 
competition he wants to make the 
most of it. 

“I want to make a statement now 
and get a World Cup under my belt,” 
he said. “It’s my last year of it, so I 
want to go out there and do my best. 

“It’s exciting to go out there and 
have another mini-season playing 
some rugby, and hopefully in the 
sun as well. 

“We’re all excited to go out there 
and show what we can do. It’s a 
tough pool with Italy, Ireland and 
the host nation South Africa, so 
we’re looking forward to putting our 
stamp on the competition.” 

Despite struggling with injury at 
times this season just gone, Elliott 
was still able to feature ten times for 
the Saints - starting eight of those 
games and scoring seven tries. 

That included Elliott’s first experi¬ 
ences of European rugby and while 
he would have liked to have fea¬ 
tured more there is plenty he can 
take from the campaign.

Constable was a key member of the side 
that got United promoted back to the 
Football League via the Blue Square Bet 
Premier play-offs in 2010, and since first 
moving to the club from Shrewsbury Town 
- initially on a season-long loan in 2008 - 
he has racked up 74 goals in 166 league 
appearances. 

Former Cobblers player Marc Richards 
recently turned down an offer to return to 
the club, opting instead to sign for League 
Two rivals Chesterfield. 

But Boothroyd has admitted that 
improving the front line is a priority 
for him over the summer. 

Platt, 34, became his first striker 
acquisition on Friday, moving 
from Coventry City on a two- 
year contract. 

That means that there are four 
strikers contracted to the club 
next season, although Lewis 
Wilson has played just three 
Football League games and 
Jake Robinson failed to 
score in 34 appearances last 
year. 

Boothroyd rejected a bid 
for top scorer Akinfenwa 
in January, and

ceded that the J f James Constable 



30-year-old - with 18 goals last term - 
could be sold this summer if the price is 
right. Platt’s signing could also have an 
impact on Akinfenwa’s future, with the 
new man arguably being more suited to 
playing the lone strike role in the 4-3-3/ 
4-2-3-1 formation that Boothroyd 
employed last season. 

However, Akinfenwa has previously 
enjoyed success at the Cobblers playing as 
part of a front two, alongside more of a ‘tar¬ 
get man’ type, having formed a useful part¬ 
nership with Poul Hubertz when he first 
moved to Northampton in January 2008. 

Platt’s signing undoubtedly strengthens 
Boothroyd’s attacking options, especially if 
Akinfenwa stays. Yet what role, if any, 
Robinson will play next season - along 
with the promising but inexperienced 
Wilson - may still have a bear¬ 
ing on plans. 

One thing is for sure, 
• Boothroyd will ideally want to 
trim the squad some more 
before making further addi¬ 
tions, particularly with 
regards to players still 
under contract like Arron 
Davies and Paul Turnbull.
